Appointment of three of the four American members of the Inter-American 
Tropical Tuna Commission, provided by treaty between the United States and 
Costa Rica, was announced about the middle of June. This commission is au- 
thorized to conduct scientific research into the biology and life history of the Pacific 
tunas. 


This journal believes the American tuna industry, and the people of the United 
States generally, are entitled to know some of the elements involved in the delay of 
approximately six months in the appointment of the commission, which is even 
now not complete. 


We believe the people are entitled to know that considerations of partisan poli- 
tics have been given paramount importance in an international matter concerned 
only with scientific research and conservation of an oceanic natural resource. 


We believe the people are entitled to know that, after men have been approved 
by the Department of State and the Department of the Interior as to their characte1 
and qualifications; and they have been recommended for appointment by the 
President of the United States, party committeemen are asked to pass upon their 
acceptability from a political point of view. 


This material should not be considered as reflecting in any degree whatsoever 
upon the three men appointed to the commission. They are all men of high char- 
acter and qualification, eminently fitted for the responsibility they have been given.

I am unable to reach any other conclusion from the 
events that have transpired. You, after a careful inves- 
tigation, submitted the names of certain men for appoint- 
ment to the commission. Your recommendations were 
approved by the State Department and the Secretary 
of the Interior concurred in the approval. It is proper 
and necessary that anyone suggested for appointment 
on any commission dealing with international problems 
be carefully investigated as to his loyalty, integrity and 
qualifications for the particular job but, when party 
politics are placed above these considerations, then 
membership on the commission is a waste of time. Now, 
let us look at the record. 

One of the men you recommended for appointment is 
Mr. Miller Freeman. There is probably no one on the 
Pacific coast who is better qualified for dealing with 
fisheries problems than Mr. Freeman. The fact that he 
had agreed to accept the appointment if offered had 
great influence on my consent to serve if appointed. Mr. 
Freeman is a registered Republican and, notwithstand- 
ing his approval by two departments of the Government, 
he was not acceptable. I am a registered Democrat but 
for many years have been out of step with the party’s 
policies. My name was processed through the Demo- 
cratic National Committee and was submitted to the 
Democratic National Committeeman for Oregon for rec- 
ommendation. He in turn sought an interview with me 
to determine whether or not he would recommend me 
for appointment. In other words, my sole qualification 
for membership on the commission depended upon my 
standing with the state Democratic organization. 

Where appointments are made on the basis of party 
regularity, the same influence which procured the ap- 
pointments will be brought to bear on the commission’s 
actions. The problems with which the commission will 


deal are technical in nature and not political and these 
problems can never be handled if politics enter the pic- 
ture 


It is immaterial whether or not I am a member of the 
commission and my refusal to serve is not governed by 
any personal feeling.

For the record I feel that I should emphasize 
1. I did not seek the position 


2. On the invitation being extended through you 
I stated I would accept with the understanding 
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that my services would only extend during the 
the first year, to assist in organizing the Com- 
mission and in initiating its research work. 


3. I particularly requested that a thorough check 
be made among the leaders and the various as- 
sociations of management and labor in the Ameri- 
can tuna fisheries. From my conversation with 
you in November I judged this had been done. 


4. I also recommended that you inform the Sena- 
tors and Representatives of the Pacific Coast that 
my name was being considered, and which I con- 
cluded had been done. 


5. On his recent visit to Seattle Senator Magnu- 
son called me on the phone, stating he had been 
asked to give his views as to whether my appoint- 
ment was agreeable to him. He asked me whether 
I wanted it. I replied that I had been requested 
to serve, and that I had agreed to accept, if of- 
fered, for the brief period required to organize the 
commission. 


In the meantime the news had been spread along the 
Coast that I would be named. I had prepared to set 
aside the next two months for the purpose of joining in 
setting up the Commission and launching the research 
work, 

If the question of my selection is to be decided on a 
partisan political basis I would not under any circum- 
stances even allow my name to be considered. Nor 
would I want to embarrass you. Therefore please take 
the necessary steps to withdraw my name without delay.

Some months ago I was invited by the State Depart- 
ment to accept a place on the Tuna Commission. I re- 
plied that I would do so provided that on inquiry it 
would be found that my nomination would be agreeable 
to the Administration.

As late as Jan. 11th I received word that you had 
addressed a letter to the White House saying how 
pleased the Department of the Interior was to concur 
in the Department of State’s views on Tuna Commis- 
sioners and thought it fortunate to have four public- 
spirited and able men as Freeman, Veatch, Payne and 
James to serve. 

Only on Feb. 2 did I learn that my name was being 
opposed at the White House on partisan political grounds.

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Alaska Jurisdictional Conflict 


Compromised by Seniority Hiring 


Jurisdictional paralysis which tied 
up the Alaska salmon canning in- 
dustry’s seasonal _ preparations 
through May and into June ap- 
peared at presstime to be corrected 
by compromise which in effect post- 
poned decision in the jurisdictional 
struggle. 

The riddle resulting from tangled 
affairs of competing had not been 
solved, but the unions and the in- 
dustry gave a little here and a little 
there to permit operation of the 
canneries without a victory for any 
faction, and pending elections to de- 
termine which union would be 
bargaining agent for the 
resident Alaska cannery labor.

As this issue closed, Bristol Bay 
canneries were hiring their crews 
through an industry-operated hiring 
hall, where the men were signed on 
strictly on the basis of seniority and 
prior employment, and without re- 
gard to union affiliations. 


Union Elections Planned 


At that time it was expected that 
the National Labor Relations Board 
would announce’ procedure by 
which the cannery employes would 
express their union preference. 

As only employes are entitled to 
vote in such an election, balloting 
necessarily would have to follow 
hiring of the men and the indivi- 
dual’s medical qualification 

It was understood that the N. L. 
R. B. election was to be on a four- 
point question: Preference for a C. 
I. O. union, an I. L. W. U. union, an 
A. F. of L. union, or no union.

It was still necessary to arrange 
a contract with Local 46, I. F. A. W

workers on Bristol Bay. Such a con- 
tract was closed within a few days 
on a basis designed to give them 
parity with non-resident workers. 

Another hitch delayed operations 
along the Alaska Peninsula and re- 
sulted in some loss of fishing time. 
This was a dispute with Local 3, 
I.F.A.W.A., composed of purse 
seine fishermen serving four can- 
neries; and was finally resolved 
June 8. 

At presstime the Alaska salmon 
canning channel seemed clear, ex- 
cept for some uncertainty as to the 
attitude of unions chartered by C. I.

10,000-Ton Tuna Month 
Sets New Record at L.A. 


Tuna canneries in the Los An- 
geles-Long Beach harbors district 
received 10,546 tons during May, 
probably an all-time record for the 
northern port. This was accounted 
for in part by the fact that all clip- 
pers usually delivering to High Seas 
Packing Company, San Diego, were 
being diverted to French Sardine 
Company 

The breakdown was: Yellowfin, 
7,851 tons; Skipjack, 2,568 and yel- 
lowtail, 12 tons. Only imports of 
raw tuna was 115 tons of Albacore 
to French Sardine from Japan. Case 
production for May was 448,493 
cases. 

No Bluefin at all was delivered by 
purse seiners in May, leaving the 
total yield for the year to June 1 at 
536 tons. There were signs of the 
presence of Bluefin in Southern 
California waters in early June when 
three, averaging around 25 pounds 
each were caught by barracuda gill- 
netters midway between Los Ange- 
les and San Diego. 

Purse seining for tuna was most- 
ly confined to the southern areas of

the Gulf of California and continued 
to be better than last year. During 
May there were 37 deliveries by the 
net vessels for a total of 3000 tons of 
Yellowfin; 700 tons of Skipjack. 

According to the Fishermen’s Co- 
operative Association of San Pedro, 
the organization had secured 148 
trip licenses for its member vessels 
to operate in Mexican waters as of 
June 1. All seiners of the estimated 
65-vessel fleet had completed one 
trip; 13 were on the third voyages to 
southern banks. Most of the tonnage 
from seiners was Yellowfin. 

In view of the present conditions 
of cut-price canned tuna imports, 
packers were not enthusiastic about 
receiving Skipjack. It was reported 
some were placing a 10° limit on 
a fare 

So far this imports of 
frozen tuna have been small, al- 
though it was reported around 2,000 
raw Albacore had been purchased 
from Japan for delivery to Los An- 
harbor packers. The price, 
with freight, averaged around $375 
per ton.

7 Canners Sue Producers on Anti-Trust Charge 


Seven Southern California can- 
ners in June filed federal court ac- 
tion against a group of fishermen’s 
unions and boat owners’ associations, 
charging them with actions in viola- 
tion of the anti-trust laws. 

The suit sought two things: 

1. An injunction permanently re- 
straining the unions and _ associa- 
tions from what the canners claimed 
were illegal monopoly practices. 

2. Court determination of losses 
suffered by the canners as result of 
these practices in the past, and an 
award of damages tripling ° this 
amount. 

The seven canning companies par- 
ticipating in the suit are: 

Coast Fishing Co., Pan Pacific 
Fisheries, Inc., South Coast Fish- 
eries, Inc., South Pacific Canning 
Co., Southern California Fish Cor- 
poration, Van Camp Sea Food Co., 
Inc., and West Coast Packing Cor- 
poration. 

This includes all of the principal 
sardine canners of the Los Angeles 
Harbor area with the exception of 
California Marine Curing & Packing 
Co. and French Sardine Co. 


Illegal Combination Charged 


Defendants in the action brought 
by the canners are: San Pedro Lo- 


sal 33, International Fishermen and 
Allied Workers of America; Seine 
and Line Fishermen’s Union, A. F. 
of L.; Fishermen’s Cooperative As- 
sociation; Federated Boat Owners; 
C. I. O. Citizens’ Committee. 

Spokesmen for the defendants 
professed bewilderment at the ac- 
tion. John Real, manager of the 
Fishermen’s Cooperative Associa- 
tion, a purse seine vessel owners’ 
group, said: “We do not feel that we 
have ever been in violation of the 
anti-trust laws.” 

Anthony Sokolich, secretary of 
Local 33, LF.A.W.A., was quoted: 
“We deeply regret that seven can- 
ners in the harbor area have seen 
fit to sue our union for injunction 
and damages. Our best efforts have 
always been for the fishing industry 
and the community we live in; and 
we hope this present move will not 
cause any needless hardship on our 
members or the community.” 

The seven canners’ suit was filed 
by Arch E. Ekdale, and alleged that 
Local 33 of LF.A.W.A. is not in fact 
a labor union because of overlap- 
ping memberships in the Federated 
Boat Owners Association and the 
Fishermen’s Cooperative Associa- 
tion. It charges that the union has 
tried to “capture” control of the 
industry by forcing the signing of 


Piece Work Sardine Fishing? 


Something new in the form of a fishing agreement was being 
proposed at presstime in the Los Angeles Harbor sardine-mackerel 
fishing industry. 


Local 33, LF.A.W.A., was seeking to establish payment for sar- 
dine fishermen on a piece-work basis, instead of a share basis. 


The union has been beset by charges that it seeks to control the 
price of fish; and by a Supreme Court decision holding that share 
fishermen are independent operators and not entitled to exemption 
from application of the anti-trust laws. 


Current proposal is being made by the union to boat owners. 


It would set up three classes of vessels, and would establish rates 
to be paid per man, per ton in each class.

ing fish outside the pool. 


Action Deemed Independent 


Although the canners’ suit against 
the fishermen’s groups follows close 
on the heels of the United States 
supreme court’s refusal to review the 
conviction of I.F.A.W.A. officers and 
members on criminal charges of vio- 
lating the anti-trust laws, it does 
not appear to stem directly from 
that fundamental case; although of 
course some of the legal points sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court’s ac- 
tion evidently are relied upon by 
canners’ counsel to support their 
cause. 

Neither are there grounds for as- 
suming that the canners’ suit is 
directly connected with the current 
investigation of transactions in the 
the Southern California fishing in- 
dustry. It is known from the sub- 
poenas uttered that a Los Angeles 
federal grand jury under the direc- 
tion of William C. Dixon of the 
Department of Justice is studying 
past transactions and negotiations in 
the fishing industry of that region.

Sale of the Sun Harbor Packing 
Co.’s Monterey sardine cannery to 
the Westgate-Sun Harbor Co., saw 
a large-scale program to improve 
the facilities inaugurated. 

The main cannery floor is being 
completely remodeled. Three old, 
double-deck, chain-drive pre-cook- 
ers have been ripped out, and are to 
be replaced by new draper belt- 
type pre-cookers, being fabricated 
by Ray Bentley, Universal Canning 
Machinery Co., who also is in charge 
of engineering the improvements at 
the plant. 

Automatic packing machines are 
being purchased from the Neptune 
Process Machinery Co., and will be 
in place when the season starts.

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Sweeping Changes Bring P.O.F.L.

Sweeping organizational changes 
in the Pacific Oceanic Fishery In- 
vestigation — changes which will 
bring the functions of that federal 
enterprise more closely in line with 
the recommendations of the tuna 
industry were completed about 
the end of June. 

Although they were decided upon 
in Washington during the spring, 
and were communicated privately to 
the tuna industry advisory commit- 
tee by O. E. Sette, POFI director, 
May 12, no public announcement of 
the changes was made until they be- 
came evident in June with the trans- 
fer of personnel 

The May issue of Paciric FIsHER- 
MAN disclosed that the tuna industry 
advisory committee, after carefully 
studying the program, had reaffirm- 
ed the industry’s recommendations 
that the Pacific Oceanic Fishery In- 
vestigations be devoted primarily to 
research in the biological and ocean- 
sciences,

uance of the technological division 


of the enterprise was recommended. 

Under the organizational changes 
the three “parallel” sections (1. Bi- 
ology and Oceanography; 2. Tech- 
nology; 3. Exploratory and Experi- 
mental Fishing) are being discon- 
tinued and two “in-line” sections are 
being substituted. 

These new sections are: Research 
and Development, responsible for 
overall planning, research and re- 
porting: and Operations, which will 
execute the plans as they involve 
fishing operations of the vessels and 
the construction of fishing gear.

Although Fish and Wildlife Serv-

F.D.A. Permits Rosefish 
To Be Labelled “Perch” 


Trade nomenclature in the case of 
Sebastes marinus has passed through 
some interesting phases. When the 
fish first came into popularity in the 
early 1930s it was marketed as 
“Ocean Perch,” and as such it be- 
came generally known and achieved 
wide consumer acceptance. 

Then Food and Drug Administra- 
tion acted to forbid its being so la- 
belled in interstate commerce — 
holding that Sebastes marinus ac- 
tually was not a perch. The industry 
sought without much success to 
market the fish as “Rosefish,” but 
this proved a great handicap. The 
public had come to look upon small 
ocean fish of this type as “Perch,” 
and wanted them so labelled. 

After some years the Food and 
Drug Administration revised its po- 
sition to hold that, inasmuch as 
trade and consumer acceptance of 
“Ocean Perch” was well demon-

“Pacific Perch” Proposed 

This spring the Food and Drug 
Administration seized such a ship- 
ment of “Sebastodes alutus” on the 
ground that it was misbranded. 

The Pacific fillet industry in May 
filed a letter with Food and Drug 
Administration, asking permission 
to market Sebastodes alutus under 
the name “Pacific Perch.” 

The letter concludes: 

“We believe that this name would 
plainly distinguish this product 
from fillets bearing the name 
‘Ocean Perch’ and would obviate 
any consumer deception. 

“While neither of the species of 
fish mentioned is truly of the ‘Perch’ 
genus, in view of the fact that one 
species has been marketed as ‘Perch’ 
for a number of years, we believe 
that the other species, so closely al- 
lied that only a scientific examina- 
tion reveals any difference, should 
be permitted to go into the market 
under a name which, while denot- 
ing its general similarity, also plain- 
ly indicates its particular origin. 

“The name ‘Pacific Perch’ is ac- 
ceptable to the industry and, if per- 
mission is granted for use of this

Fish Price Subsidies 
Proposed in Congress 


Price-support of fishery products 
is proposed in bills introduced in 
Congress last month by Senator 
Magnuson and Representative Jack- 
son of Washington. 

Inasmuch as Congress is expected 
to adjourn shortly, and all legisla- 
tion not fully enacted will die with 
adjournment, it is not expected that 
the bills will be an issue this year. 

It would establish a Fisheries 
Stabilization Corporation with au- 
thority to support fish prices at 90% 
of parity by means of loans, pur- 
chases and other means. 

The bill somewhat resembles a 
similar one introduced once before 
by Senator Magnuson after the In- 
ternational Fishermen and Allied 
Workers of America asked fish sub- 


sidy legislation. 
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Australian Tuna May 
Be Competitor Some Day 


Australia could become a compe- 
titive threat to the U. S. tuna indus- 
try, already beset by increasing 
imports from Latin America and the 
Orient, in the opinion of Earl M. 
Nielsen, general manager, High 
Seas Tuna Packing Company, San 
Diego, whe recently returned from 
a trip through the South Pacific and 
on to Australia. Throughout the 
Far East Mr. Nielsen studied the

Convinced that the way to in- 
crease consumption of fish is by ag- 
gressive and intelligent merchandis- 
ing, Lloyd Turnacliff in 1949 led the 
Meredith Fish Co. of Sacramento 
into such a program. 

At the end of a year, he reported 
that sales had been increased 2.5 
times. 

The field covered by the old, es- 
tablished Meredith Fish Co. is the 
Central Valley of California, from 
Merced on the south to Redding on 
the north; from Elko, Nevada, on 
the east to Vallejo on the west. 

It was in 1935 that J. Lloyd Turn- 
acliff went to the Meredith business 
after a long period of training and 
steady rise through most phases of 
the fisheries in the Pacific North- 
west. 

Convinced that the way to move 
fish is to merchandise it, Mr. Turn- 
acliff became one of the first whole- 
sale fish dealers to use a truck op-

Mr. Turnacliff contends: “Fish

Start Made In May, 1949 

In May, 1949, Mr. Turnacliff’s 
plans for the aggressive merchandis- 
ing were complete and he obtained 
the services of A. J. Gaglia as sales 
manager. His background in food 
merchandising includes service with 
General Foods in the production de- 
partment; frozen food distribution, 
working for Southern Dairies; with 
the Navy Supply Corps in procure- 
ment; with the Pick-in-Time Frozen 
Food Co., Los Angeles as the mer- 
chandising manager, and as sales 
manager for the 11 western states 
for Snow Crop Marketers, Inc 

A third member of the Meredith 
merchandising team is Tom Porta, 
in charge of city operations. 

Mr. Turnacliff’s ideas on merchan- 
dising fish came to a head after the 
war when he found that once more 
he had to sell fish. 

He decided on a campaign of “in- 
merchandising, based on 
working direct with the store mana- 
ger on a definite obligation to prove 
that he could make fish a source of 
greater profit, in exchange for space 
and cooperation on his part 


store” 


They started last year with sum- 
mer fish and shell fish. Clever, col- 
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ored mimeographed bulletins were 
sent to all accounts. One showed a 
clock with hands pointed to ail hours 
and said: “Now is the time to follow 
up with crab meat. Suggest crab 
salad, crab cocktail, the ever-popular 
crab Louie as a satisfying, nourish- 
ing and refreshing item during these 
warm weather days. Repeat with 
crab meat.” 

They also provided restaurants 
and clubs with menus and table tent 
cards which immediately resulted in 
greater sales. Point-of-sale adver- 
tising such as streamers, and plac- 
ards were placed in retail stores. 
The store manager was encouraged 
to sell crab meat in small units, that 
is, instead of selling it by the pound, 
it was merchandised at a retail price 
per 4 ounces. This small unit imme- 
diately boosted total sales. 


The Ocean Perch Campaign 

One of the most successful cam- 
paigns last summer was that on Red 
Ocean Perch, which it obtained in 
August, 1949, from the Yaquina Bay 
Fish Co., a Newport, Ore., firm re- 
lated to Meredith Fish Co. 

The method of introduction was to 
advise the trade of the already es- 
tablished acceptance of 
perch, and in many instances the 
Company preceded the sale of this 
item by placing samples with leading 
buyers, principally in retail outlets 
The trade was bulletined. One such

tire, and an announcer at the mike: 
“Introducing from the cool blue 
waters of the vast Pacific, this week’s 
contender and champion for the 
World’s Fish Title—Fresh Red Perch 
fillets this week only, 34c per pound.

Within a six-week period Red 
Perch fillets surpassed all fresh fil- 
lets, except sole, which led by a 
scant margin. 

This Ocean Perch fillet was also 
packed frozen, with cellophane wrap. 
Tests showed that best sales came 
when the fillets were- packed with 
the bright red skin out. 

The merchandising aspects of Red 
Ocean Perch on which the campaign 
was based were: 

1. Four servings to the pound. 

2. Appetizing color — a delicate 
rose. 

3. Distinctive taste qualities. 

The Meredith Fish Co. publicized 
these points in newspaper advertis- 
ing along with dealer tie-in adver- 
tisements. 

Fixing “Meredith” Solidly 
With Consumer and Trade 

The next phase of the Meredith 
merchandising program was to get 
recognition for the name “Meredith.” 
It was decided to develop a distinc- 
tive trade mark that would make 
the name synonymous with fish, and 
fish synonymous with “Meredith.” 
From artists’ sketches was chosen a 
small fish at the side of a reverse 
block with a rolling water effect and 
the name “Meredith” standing out 
in white. 

In October, 1949, the company 
carried large advertisements featur- 
ing Meredith brand oysters and Red 
Ocean Perch in the leading papers 
of the area. Meredith advertising 
policy lists retail outlets in all larger 
newspaper advertising. 

A number of things were to be 
accomplished by _ this 
campaign 

1. Awaken consumers to the start

Campaign 

In order to efficiently merchan- 
dise, advertise and sell fish and fish 
products during the Lenten season, 
an appropriation was set up for a 
10-week period of extensive adver- 
tising and merchandising, based on 
a recipe program designed for con- 
sumer education, creation of con- 
sumer demand, and featuring recipes 
stressing ease of preparation 

Quick, easy menus were used, and 
a fictitious character, an attractive 
housewife called “Merry Meredith,” 
was depicted preparing the menus 

Along with its advertising, Mere- 
dith utilized reprints of the adver- 
tisements as point-of-sale advertis- 
ing. Window streamers and banners 
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were installed in stores, and liberal 
use was made of recipe holders, for 
counters and recipes and menu fold- 
ers were all placed and given away 
free.

The grading, slicing and packaging 
of the fish is in the charge of Emil 
Saceani, who with Leo Koch work 
as a team to see that all packaged 
merchandise is of top quality, and 
that inventory stocks are in keeping 
with the rate of sale, so that mer- 
chandise will assure satisfaction 

Sales personnel of the Meredith 
Fish Co. were instructed in display 
and merchandise appeal, and in 


many instances they will actually 
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dress a customer’s fish case with the 
thought in mind that “presentation 
means sales.” 

The Self-Service Treatment 

For the self-service type of mar- 
ket, where pre-packaged food is fea- 
tured, the Meredith sales personnel 
were shown how to pre-package, 
weigh-out, and display pre-packaged 
fish for self-service. 

Through its study of self-service 
stores, Meredith reached conclusions 
with respect to pre-packaged fresh 
fish sales through self-service out- 
lets as follows: 

1. Packages must be uniform. 

2. Eight to 12 ounces is the most 
acceptable sales package. 

3. Packages must be small, because 
the small unit-cost produces greater 
total sales. 

4. Packages should allow the 
greatest amount of visibility. 

5. The use of M.S.T. DuPont mois- 
ture-resistant, waterproof and self- 
breathing cellophane was found ad- 
visable. 

6. Appeal was added to the pack- 
age by a slice of lemon and a sprig 
of parsley. 

7. Certain items seemed natural 
for multiple sales, such as Columbia 
River Smelt pre-packaged in 2- 
pound units, and sold at a “two for” 
price. 


Guessing Contests Effective 

One of the most successful mer- 
chandising aids used by Meredith is 
a guessing contest, customers guess- 
ing the weight of a salmon frozen in 
a block of ice, or guessing the num- 
ber of small live fish swimming in a 
bowl. 

Also, Meredith has utilized green 
ice and “Gilhooly” fish fillets direct 
from Ireland for St. Patrick’s Day. 

In the guessing contests Meredith 
provides the material for the contest 
and the dealers furnish the prizes 
In a guessing contest each contest- 
ant lists name, address and phone 
number. This provides the dealer 
with a complete mailing list, and also 
the dealer can tell from where he is 
pulling his customers. 


10 Trucks In Fleet 


All told, the Meredith Fish Co. 
utilizes a fleet of 10 refrigerated 
trucks to cover its territory. Super- 
vised by Frank Gianotti, half of 
these 10 trucks are actually engaged 
in the service type of operations, and 
the remainder are used in advance 
selling.

Sum It Up So 


As an overall summary of the 
Meredith Fish Company’s program, 
it may be said that Advertising of 
fish products is necessary to: (1) 


stimulate consumer demand, and

(2) stimulate dealer enthusiasm at 
the retail level 

At this point it is the function of 
the Sales department to get place- 
ment and representation of product;

niques of eye-catching appealing 
displays, representation of product 
and ever-complete follow up with 


all types of point-of-sale material 
develop the end accomplishment — 
Movement of fish products to the 
consumer. 

Lloyd Turnacliff sums up this con- 
viction of the importance of follow- 
up in these words: “Don’t walk away 
from your customer after you have 
sold him. Help him sell the consum- 
er. She is the real buyer.”

Mr. Rosenberg’s first association 
with the fishing industry was in 
1929 with the Everett Packing Co. 
of Everett, Wash. Mr. Rosenberg was 
sent up to Vancouver, B. C., to man- 
age the Canadian offce. Two years 
later the company was reorganized 
and the Canadian operation became 
known as the Nootka Packing Co. 
with a reduction plant near Nootka 
on the west coast of Vancouver Is- 
land and canneries at Masset and 
Towhill. Aggressively managed. by 
Mr. Rosenberg, the company grew 
rapidly and by 1937 was engaged in 
a major expansion move that re- 
sulted in formation of the Nootka- 
Bamfield Packing Co., with a can- 
nery at Port Albion and additional 
plants. The size of its fleet, scope of 
shore activities and volume of busi- 
ness made it one of the top com- 
panies in British Columbia’s fishing 
industry. 

Nootka-Bamfield Packing Co. was 
purchased in 1945 by The Canadian 
Fishing Co., which thereby gained 
strategically located shore plants, a 
first-rate fleet of vessels and exper- 
ienced personnel, including Mr. Ro- 
senberg, who joined the executive 
staff of Canfisco. 

Mr. Eckman joined The Canadian 
Fishing Co. in 1917 when it operated 
only two plants. Previously he had 
gained broad experience in Great 
Lakes and inland fisheries. As a 
young man he had joined the Booth 
Fisheries Co. in the United States 
and then moved to Port Arthur, 
where he operated a fleet of boats 
on Lake Superior, followed by seven 
years with the lake fishery in Mani- 
toba 

Throughout his career with The 
Canadian Fishing Co. he had been 
in an executive capacity, and his 
administrative ability and standing 
in the industry were recognized by 
the Canadian Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation, British Columbia Division, 
and by the Fisheries Council of 
Canada, both of which he served as 
president. 

He had also been vice president 
of Atlin Fisheries and of The Doty 
Fish Co., affiliates of The Canadian 
Fishing Co. and the New England 
Fish Co

On her bridge was Capt. Paul 
Lynn who, with his associates, owns 
this latest of the long line of proud 
craft to come from the J. M. Mar- 
tinac Shipbuilding Corporation yard 
in Tacoma. 

“Joe” Martinac put a lot of his 
long experience into the vessel, and 
she shows it in trim lines and smart 
style, despite her seaworthy sec- 
tions and 220-ton capacity. Design 
of Cape Beverly was by Arthur De 
Fever of San Pedro 

Cape Beverly is 113’ long, with 
28’ beam, and is powered with a 615- 
hp.

To $15.25 Price or Higher 


Pink salmon moved definitely and 
fully into the $15.25 bracket, or 
higher, by the first days of June 
This was signalled by instructions 
from some consigned 
stocks to advance prices to that fig- 
ure, f.o.b., Coast. 

Tag-end offerings below that fig- 
ure apparently have been entirely 
absorbed.

Monterey-S. F. Sardine 
Stocks at Zero Level 


Stocks of sardines in the hands of 
California canners appeared to be 
negligible, and the canned sardine 
industry was greatly cheered to 
know that a pack of some 4,000,000 
cases had been absorbed by foreign 
and domestic markets 

With most Monterey and San 
Francisco canners sold out it was 
reported that California 
canners’ stocks were low in the mid- 
dle of June, and that there would 
be no carry-over of 1949-50 pack 
into the new season

The market was active during the 
month, and firm, as evidenced by 
the fact that talls made a recovery 
to $4.10-4.25, and 5-oz. also strength-

Henry Dowden, Veteran

Henry Dowden, 70, one of the 
first sea food products brokers in 
San Francisco, died there last month 
after a six weeks’ illness 

Mr. Dowden had devoted more 
than 50 years to the fishermen’s 
supply and sea food brokerage. 
While still a lad he went to work 
for the Henry Doyle Co., a fisher- 
men’s supply house. Later on he 
went to work for the Western Cali- 
fornia Fish Co., and finally in 1912 
he went into the sea food brokerage 
business for himself 

In 1924 he formed the Henry 
Dowden Co., and went into partner- 
ship with Bryce Florence, who now 
heads the business

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JAP TUNA IMPORTS DRIVING U.S. 
FISH FROM EAST COAST SHELVES 


Southern California tuna packers 
report imports of Japanese canned 
tuna are seriously affecting sales 
along the eastern seaboard. Private 
label business was about shut out 
of this market and by mid-June na- 
tionally-advertised brands were be- 
ginning to feel the pinch. 

It appeared to cannery sales man- 
agers that everybody and his broth- 
er was offering Japanese canned 
tuna, with the same parcels appar- 
ently bobbing around from hand to 
hand like a basketball in a fast 
game; and most of them aiming at 
the same baskets. 

The situation was unlikely to get 
better, in opinion of these sales man- 
gers, for it is declared Jap imports 
will reach 500,000 cases this year. 

Japanese new pack Light Meat, 
Fancy, was being offered at $10.85, 
duty paid. The best the direct seller 
of domestic private label can do is 
$13, f.0.b. west coast, plus 42c freight. 


Then take Albacore: delivered at 
New York, duty paid, ex-dock, Ja- 
panese White Meat Fancy is quoted 
at $13.55 to $14.75, basis %s. Com- 
pare this to California Light Meat, 
Fancy, advertised brands, f.o.b. can- 
nery: $14.75 to $15.25 and private 
label, $13.25 to $14.25. 

Where is the Pacific Coast Alba- 
core going to fit into this picture? 
By mid-June no California packers 
were quoting White Meat futures. 

So far, in the main, the chains 
have resisted the Japanese offerings. 
Where they have appeared, there is 
divided opinion as to its movement. 
Some declare it moves slowly; oth- 
ers that the imported product can 
hold its own. 

Japanese Light Meat, Fancy, sells 
on the grocery shelf at 29c per can, 
while a California advertised brand, 
same grade, retails from 35c to 39c.

Cleans Up Sardine Stocks 


For the second consecutive year 
late buying of California canned 
sardines saved the industry from 
entering a new season with a heavy 
carryover. Last year a British buy- 
cleaned up the 
stocks; this year it was the Philip- 


ing commission

Just how the Philippines, norm- 
ally the largest importer of Califor- 
nia sardines, but completely out of 
the market for the first four months 
of 1950, could suddenly purchase 
hundreds of thousands of cases, was 
not quite clear to U.S. 
brokers and exporters 


packers, 


The industry had about given up 
on the Philippines and was working 
markets like Egypt, the 
Orient, Netherlands, Central and 
South America. Then the Philip- 
pines came through and, like the 


foreign 


British commission at the same time 
last year, practically cleaned out 
warehouse stocks 

The sardine trading evidently re- 
sulted from new legislation which 
permitted Philippine imports of can- 
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ned fish to the dollar value of 60 to 
80°. of the 1946-7-8 import average. 
Because of the radical price drop 
between those years and 1950, the 
quota became practically 100% of 
the 1946-8 import average in cases. 
Immediately a large buying move- 
ment began. 

Packers generally were nervous, 
and when the opportunity so unex- 
pectedly came to sell, the canned 
product began to move at very low 
non-profit prices, the bottom having 
been reached at $3.30, Talls 48 na- 
tural. During the early splurge quo- 
tations ranged from $3.50 to $3.65. 
By early June quotations stiffened 
to as high as $4.10 within a period of 
a week. The sardine situation then 
became extremely speculative 

During the early selling, few ovals 
were purchased at from $5.50 to 
$6.00. Before the period was over, 
practically no talls were available, 
and all trading was in ovals. By the 
end of June about the only canned 
sardines left were held by packers 
to supply normal trade demands 
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Alaska Razor Clams 
At Last Year's Price 

Principal packers are offering 1950 
Alaska minced razor clams in halves 
at $14.85 per case, the price prevail- 
ing in 1949. This figure is for fea- 
tured brands, which represent the 
very large majority of the produc- 
tion. 

Inasmuch as the Alaska pack is 
limited by federal quota, and the 
Washington production was negli- 
gible, available supply is approxi- 
mately the same as last year. 


“Lucky Strike’ Tuna 
Label Featured Again 

Pan-Pacific Fisheries, Inc., Ter- 
minal Island packers of tuna, sar- 
dines and mackerel have adopted a 
new label for tuna, and which will 
also be used for sardines. The brand 
is “Lucky Strike,” and label design 
is by Schmidt Lithograph. 

In June the concern was conduct- 
ing a sales campaign on the new 
tuna label in the Los Angeles metro- 
politan district through the specialty 
department of Parrott & Company, 
brokers for Pan-Pacific. The label 
is produced in three background 
colors: Red for Fancy; blue for 
“Chunks ’N Flakes” and green for 
all light-meat grated. 

The “Lucky Strike” label is not 
new in the Southern California fish- 
canning industry. It was originally 
adopted by Sam Horstein, Coast 
Fishing Company and _ registered 
October 1, 1929. He used it on ex- 
port canned fish. 

Later the concern dropped it. 
When, 20 years later re-registration 
was necessary, Coast Fishing Com- 
pany, by then well established with 
its “Biltmore” and other brands, 
sold the label to Pan-Pacific Fish- 
eries, who registered it July, 1949. 

After its initial “try out” in 
Southern California Pan-Pacific in- 
tends to enlarge distribution of the 
“Lucky Strike” tuna label in more 
of its distribution markets, and will 
also use it importantly in its sardine 
sales points. 


Mackerel Market Dull 
The market for California mack- 


erel appeared dull, according to ob- 
servers in San Francisco. No mack- 
erel was left in the hands of 
Monterey producers, and what little 
was left in producers’ hands was in 
southern California. 
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B. C. Coho Supply Flush; 
Other Grades Short 

In British Columbia, practically 
all canned Sockeye and Chum sal- 
mon is now out of packers’ hands, 
and even the wholesale trade is ex- 
tremely short of Sockeye of any 
grade. 

As for Pinks, some speculators 
and wholesalers are reported to 
have a limited supply of Grade B. 

There is plenty of canned Coho 
available. 

It has been the packers’ policy 
throughout to maintain a firm price 
schedule, this having been deter- 
mined soon after the close of the 
fishing season when it was realized 
that the supplies would be barely 
sufficient to meet market require- 
ments. There has been no attempt on 
the part of the trade to buy at less 
than the market price, and packers 
have not tried to raise the prevailing 
level. 


Mackerel Market Slow 

The mackerel market was slow 
during May and, with the emphasis 
on Jack, Southern California pack- 
ers were proceeding cautiously. Pa- 
cific was in very short supply there 
being practically none delivered in 
May except from a short run at the 
Channel Island and Dago bank. 

However, with the California sar- 
dine stocks cleaned up it was ex- 
pected mackerel sales would rise 
considerably as summer advanced, 
particularly in the heavy-buying 
southern section of the U. S. Pacific 
was being quoted, basis 1 Ib. tall, at 
from $6.25 to $6.50 in early June. 
Jack was quoted, same basis at from 
$5.25 to $5.50.

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F.I. P. Rigging Scow Doubles as Pile-Puller 


A rigging scow designed to double 
as a pile-puller for Fidalgo Island 
Packing Co. went north to its Pillar 
Bay cannery this spring. 

Vance Sutter, FIP. president, 
this spring was faced with the need 
for two major items of equipment. 
Pillar Bay needed a new rigging 
scow:; and loss of its pile-puller last 
season made necessary a new rig for 
that purpose. With Al Oslin of his 
staff, he worked out a scheme by 
which the rigging scow will serve 
both purposes. The unit illustrated 
herewith is the answer for this two- 
headed need. 

Besides its versatility, Pillar Bay’s 
new rigging scow has another dis- 
tinction. It carries a Skagit rigging 
scow winch—the first made for sal- 
mon trap rigging service by Skagit 
Steel & Iron Works, Sedro-Wooley, 
Wash., long a leading builder of log- 
ging equipment, now actively enter- 
ing the cannery and fishing vessel 
equipment field. 

The 70 by 24’ barge itself was built 
by Maritime Shipyards, Seattle. Its 
house provides comfortable quar- 
ters for the crew, with galley and 
sleeping accommodations the equal 
of those on a tender. 

Gantry for the barge was built by 
Skagit Steel & Iron Works and con- 
sists of tubular steel legs forming 
the A-frames, cross-braced with 
steel H-beams. Design permits wide 
opening under the forward A-frame 
and full use of the deck. The fair- 
lead is bolted to the heavy pipe unit 
forming a brow-log, from which the 
A-frame legs rise. Bolted construc- 
tion is used, permitting dismantling 
if desired 


Features for Conversion 
To Pile-Pulling Duty 


The I-beam is made retractable as 
part of the provision for converting 
the barge to pile-pulling service 
The beam is installed with channel 
steel spacers between the A-frames, 
gripping the I-beam. By loosing the 
pads on the frame, it is possible to 
slide the I-beam back over the 
house, bringing the fore end flush 
above the bow of the scow 

The beam is moved by inserting a 
bar through the holes seen in one 
of the illustrations and pulling it to 
the position desired 

In pulling piling, the I-beam is 
retracted, the bull block removed, 
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The Skagit rigging scow winch, seen through the stocks of the 5-ton mushroom trap anchors on 

the deck of the new F.I.P. rigging scow and pile-puller. The winch adapts to rigging scow 

service principles of design and construction long proven in logging machines. The two vertical 

blocks in the deck are supports for extra cable reels. The sprocket from which a detachable 

chain turns this cable reeling device may be seen just inside the gypsy at the right end of the 
winch’s main drum 


and a pile-puller block hung from 
the I-beam by means of the clevis 
shown in one photograph. The fair- 
lead is then removed and two tubu- 
lar steel guides are fastened to the 
forward A-frame by pads seen in 
the photograph a short distance be- 
low the I-beam, and also to the steel

as gins of the pile-puller

The second 
middle drum is for auxiliary utility 
purposes. The winch is also fitted 
with a large gypsy; and just inside 
the gypsy is a sprocket which drives 
a detachable chain to rotate a cable 
spooling device by which extra 
lengths of anchor cable are wound 
on spare reels carried on deck. The 
main and two utility drums have 
rackets and dogs for holding the 
load in any position. 

Power for the winch is furnished 
by a 6-cylinder Waukesha gasoline 
engine rated at 162-hp, operating 
through a Carcomatic 3-speed, air- 
operated transmission. 

As the “Skagit” hoist took form, 
Mr. Sutter was so well pleased with 
it that he ordered a second, which 
was used to re-equip one of the 
company’s older rigging scows.

Halibut Costs Lost Sight

The pack of halibut now being 
frozen on the Pacific Coast will be 
the most expensive in the history of 
the fishery. 

That was evident from the bidding 
at the principal markets, and is a 
conclusion readily confirmed by the 
operators who put their money in 
the fish. 

One of the principal buyers was 
asked to what condition he ascribed 
the all-time high prices being paid. 
He answered with a single word: 

“Inflation.” 


It is true that bidding this season 
did not approach the peak figures 
which can be found in the records of 
the past, records which show that as 
high as 7lc per lb. was paid for hali- 
but in Seattle in 1929.

Request for liberalized regulations 
covering the Sockeye salmon fishery 
of Puget Sound and the Fraser River 
was before the International Pacific 
Salmon Fisheries Commission when 
it met in Washington recently for 
its usual pre-season session. 

The petition was filed by the Pu- 
get Sound Salmon Canners Associa- 
tion. It asked, among other things, 
for July 25 as the opening date in- 
stead of July 31. The request im- 
plies that the later opening was set 
to favor the Fraser gillnet fisher- 
men; and it was suggested that if 
this was the case the end could be 
achieved by shorter weekly closure 
periods on the Fraser. 

Packers also sought re-opening of 
ocean fishing for Sockeye, contend- 
ing this stricture would prevent op- 
erations at sea for Pink and Silver 
salmon, and that it thus would pen- 
alize the American fishermen un- 
duly. Contention was voiced that 
the ocean closure was more restric- 
tive on the American fishermen than 
on the Canadians, inasmuch as the 
latter were free to fish at sea north 
of the 49th parallel and in Johnston 
Strait 


Alhadeff Heads Drive 


Charles D. Alhadeff of the Whiz 
Fish Products Co., Seattle, has been 
appointed general chairman of the 
National Fisheries Institute mem- 
bership committee, it was an- 
nounced in June by Irving Usen of 
Boston, president of the Institute.

Monterey Law Requires 
Stickwater Condensing 


Monterey’s city council is advanc- 
ing an ordinance amending the ex- 
isting law concerning the regulation 
of odors from fish canneries, reduc- 
tion plants and stickwater plants. 

The ordinance was dvawn up with 
the assistance of the sardine indus- 
try and Major William H. Landers, 
formerly cannery inspector for the 
city for many years, and carries an 
emergency clause. It will become 
effective immediately on final pas- 
sage. 

Among the requirements are: 
each plant must have adequate de- 
vices for trapping all animal, fish 
and vegetable particles in such a 
manner that the particles won’t be 
discharged out of the plant into 
Monterey Bay; oil and solids will 
be promptly separated from the 
stickwater as they come from the 
presses; each plant is required to 
have adequate equipment available 
for such operations; raw stickwater 
will not be permitted to be held by 
a processor, but must be delivered 
immediately to a stickwater evap- 
orating plant; no raw stickwater 
may be held in a stickwater plant 
for more than 10 hours; temperature 
controls are established for all re- 
duction plants and stickwater plants; 
and a 24-hour record must be made 
every day the plant is in operation.

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12 Alaska Herring Plants 
Run on 3 Distinct Deals 


Three different hands were dealt 
in the 1950 Alaska herring gamble 
before the fleet hustled out of Se- 
attle and away to the north during 
the first 10 days of June. 

Whatever the outcome of the sea- 
son may be, the boats were away 
earlier than is usually the case. 

Twelve out of the 16 plants were 
to operate, as follows:

The Three Deals 


The three distinct arrangements 
with the fishermen under which 
Alaska herring operations are being 
conducted are: 

1. Cooperative. (The Alaska Fish- 
ermen’s Co-op this year has moved 
its floater from New Port Walter, 
Southeast Alaska, to Knight Island, 
Prince William Sound.) 

2. “Sliding Scale.” 


Juan Fishing & 


(This arrange- 


ment applies to the four plants op- 
erating in Southeast Alaska and is 
identical with that in effect there 
last year. The fishermen are to be 
paid 15c per bbl. each, or 25% of 
the return from sale of the products 
of a barrel of herring, whichever is 
the greater. 

3. “Sliding Scale, less 15c.” This 
arrangement applies at all plants op- 
erating in the Prince William Sound 
and Kodiak districts—the co-op ex- 
cepted, of course. It is idéntical with 
the Southeast Alaska arrangement, 
except that 15¢ is deducted from the 
sale of the products of a barrel of 
herring before the 25°% gross stock 
for the fishermen is computed. 


By-Products Market Week 


The by-products market was de- 
cidedly weak when the herring deal 
was made. Herring oil of Canadian 
pressing was said to be available at 
6lec per lb., Seattle; and Canadian 
meal was being quoted at $129.50 to 
$133 per ton, fob, Vancouver, for 
70°; protein meal. Sixty-five per- 
cent sardine meal was quoted $133.25 
to $136.50, Los Angeles. 





Doubling-up of Sardine 


Reduction Permits Barred 


California sardine reductionists 
will not be allowed to operate with 
more than one permit in each plant, 
the Fish & Game Commission ruled 
last month in Los Angeles. 

During the recent shortage of 
sardines off the California coast, re- 
ductionists were allowed to combine 
their restricted permits for econom- 
ical operation. Under the 1950-51 
reduction quota of 150,000 tons op- 
erators will be able to process 1,450 
in each licensed plant. Some 103 re- 
duction plants have been given per- 
mission to operate 

At the meeting of the commission 
Richard S. Croker, chief, Bureau of 
Marine Fisheries, reported that a 
questionnaire indicated the majority 
of plants were in favor of grouping 
permits. Unions also were in favor 
of such groupings 

The reason expressed for such 
grouping was basically the same in 
all replies in favor: that reduction 
plants can’t be operated economic- 
ally on tonnage allotments as low as 
they will be in 1950-51, and until 


58 


such time as the commission can 
make sufficient allotment for reduc- 
tion to permit economic operation in 
a single plant, grouping should be 
allowed 

Although 73° of the processors 
favored grouping of permits, 27% 
opposed such grouping on the theory 
that it is not obligatory upon the 
commission to grant permission to 
process fish in other plants; that 
such action is about equivalent to 
subsidy; that permit 
transfers tends to breed more re- 
duction plants, more permits more 
“pressure” to transfer and consoli- 
date permit processing, etc

that permits an over-all reduction 
ratio 2.5 times the normal fixed- 
reduction ratio
